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REMARKS 

Although Applicants do not necessarily agree with these groupings and/or the 
need for restriction, Applicants hereby elect to prosecute the claims of previous Groups 1-5, 
Claims 1-3 and 12 drawn to a method for detecting cancer, without traverse in order to advance 
prosecution, as in the response filed January 9, 2008. Apphcants reserve the right to present the 
non-elected claims in at least one subsequent continuing application. Applicants hereby cancel 
claims 4-1 1 and 13-25, and request consideration and examination of claims 26-31. Applicants 
elect the species of lung cancer for the purpose of searching. Claims 1-3 and 12 read on this 
species.
